THERE is no avoiding the “pain package” of new taxes and power rate adjust- 
ments that is seen as the only immediate remedy to a threatening fiscal crisis. 
Filipinos will pay more for every cigarette they light, every liter of gasoline they 
burn and every kilowatt-hour of electricity they consume in order for the govern- 
mentto immediately raise an estimated P19 billion in revenues by next year. 


But the burden ofthe fiscal remedy recom- 
mended by the country's economic managers 
‘would be carefully shared and ultimately im- 
posed only on "those who can afford i,” said 
Albay Rep. Joey Sarte Salceda, chair of the 
House committee on economic affairs and 
опе of President Macapagal-Arroyo's eco- 
nomic advisers. 

“Our task is to put a sick government into 
intensive care and radical surgery and insu- 
late the private sector from the contagion via.

By 2005, debt servicing .alone would 
amount to $4.5 billion, or 50 percent higher 
than the yearly average of $3 billion spent to 
finance the debt from 2001 to 2003.

At a recent episode of the TV talk show, 
"Cerge for Truth,” host Cerge Remonde, head 
of the government media, asked his guest the 
‘question on many minds today: "Is there hope 
forthis country?” 

Fr Pierre Tritz, a Jesuit who has been called 
the “Mother Teresa of the Philippines,” an- 
swered without hesitation: "Sure, there is 
hope.” But he stressed: "We have to develop 
‘cooperation among the many people who can 
afford it, so that they can give more attention. 
to those in our midst who are in extreme 
poverty" 

‘And there are so many of them, he noted. 

‘itz, who turns 90 today, founded the Edu- 
cational Research and Development Associa- 
tion (Erda) Foundation, which thrives princi- 
pally on the element of hope—'Tespoir,"as he. 
terms itin his native French, 

Its hope for the children of the streets, that 
they will one day walk out of the darkness of 
poverty, despair, ignorance and lack of oppor- 
tunity. 

In fulfilling his self-appointed mission of 
rescuing impoverished kids from the pit of 
hopelessness, the white-haired Tritz seems to 
have no imention of slowing down, despite a 
bad fall he suffered in eastern France last Oc-

He has been preaching that the only way 
for the very poor to break the vicious cycle of 
poverty is to get the proper education and 
skills training, 

He stresses that these are "basic human 
rights" and that if a child is not developed in 
the early years, “it will be too-late.” 

Since 1974, Erda has supported impover- 
ished children in public elementary schools 
by providing them money for expenses such. 
as books and school materials, uniforms and 
transportation. 

Tritz realized early on that even if public el- 
'ementary education was free, many children 
from the poorest families still dropped out be- 
cause of shame at not having these essentials. 

Forthe past 30 years, Erda has helped some 
200,000 children who might otherwise have 
become part of the alarming drop-out statis- 
tics. This year it’s supporting 30,000 in pre- 
school and grade school. 

By the late 1980s and early 1990s, Triz 
had realized that if the Philippines were to 
move forward industrially, it had to have a 
pool of trained youth. 

It broke his heart to see so many able-bod- 
ied youth fall into drugs and crime because 
they were idle. 

1n 1993, he put up a sister organization, the. 
‘five-year Erda Technical-Vocational High 
School in Pandacan, Manila 

Students from the poorest familles in 
Metro Manila earn, free of charge, a high

school diploma as well as Tesda-approved 
training in any of a dozen technical skills such 
as automotive, electrical, computer educa- 
tion, woodworking, baking and food process- 
ing. (This year Erda Tech began a six-month 
course in care-giving.) 

‘They spend their fifth year of high school in 
on-the-job training in local factories and com- 
panies, which often end up hiring them be- 
cause of the sound work ethic they imbibe at 
Erda Tech. 

In the past 10 years, some 640 students 
have graduated from the school. Many of 
them now enjoy good jobs, and a few have 
gone on to college, Hopefully, their lives will 
be far better than those of their parents, 

‘On Remonde's talk show, Erda Tech board 
member Fely Marzan revealed that the multi- 
national company Angkor Anam would be 
sending 18 Erda Tech graduates to college. 

‘One thing that Tritz's efforts has achieved is 
to somehow open the eyes of the wealthy to 
the plight of the poor. 

For instance, every week young students 
from Xavier School in Greenhills visit Erda 
"Tech to tutor the kids in math and other sub- 
ject. 

Many wealthy families as well as organiza- 
tions have sponsored Erda Tech students аг 
P25,000 a year per student.

‘TWO LAWYERS from Cebu City 
have challenged the extension of 
Philippine National Police Direc- 
tor General Edgar Aglipay’s ap- 
pointment, saying it was uncon- 
stitutional and could be.grounds 
to impeach President Macapagal- 
Arroyo. 

In a 35-page petition filed with 
the Court of Appeals division in 
Cebu City on Sept. 13, lawyers 
Roque Amante Jr. and Nicolas Al- 
Varez said extending Aglipays 
appointment as head of the 
115,000-strong police force vio- 
lated the 1987 Constitution. 
Sept. 13 was Aglipay’s 56% birth- 
day, the day he was supposed to 
fetire from the service. 

‘Amante and Alvarez claimed 
the President erred in extending 
Aglipays term another six 
months because under existing

Garment firm gave workers 
nausea pills to stay awake

CANT work for lack of sleep? 

A garment firm had found a way to make 
its employees work 21 hours straight to pro- 
duce export-quality clothes by giving them 
pillsto keep them awake. . 

But instead of getting overtime pay, the 
‘workers who put up with the practice learned 
the firm had closed shop without informing 
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SKYNET TRAY 


them or paying them. 

‘About 1,000 contractual workers were thus 
victimized by Fashion House Garments Inc., a 
Korean-owmed firm located at the Gold Mile 
Business Park in Carmona, Cavite, which 
manufactured Old Navy, Gap and Alison 
clothes for export. 

‘According to a report received yesterday by the 
Kilusang Mayo Uno from the National Coalition. 
for the Protection of Workers Rights, a church- 
based group that monitors trade union rights, em- 
ployees who reported for work on Sept. 15 were 
surprised to discover the frm had closed shop. 

"We did not expect it. We were working 
continuously the past weeks,” said the report, 
‘quoting a worker named Jessica Briones. 

Another worker, Ronily Alaro, said they 
were being paid only between P130 and P237 
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HOLLOW BLOCKS. Оп 
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a day and were always being forced to work 
overtime by the management. 

“Most of the time, they forced us to work 
more than 21 hours. The company nurse gave. 
us Bonamine (anti-nausea pills) at P12 each 
and some candies,” Alaro said in Filipino. 

Аз an example, she cited their work day on 
Aug. 25 which began at 7:30 a.m. and lasted 
until 4:30 a.m. of Aug. 26. i 

Toward the end, she said, some of her co- 
workers were about to faint but were given 
the usual Bonamine and candies. 

The next day, they still reported for work 
and labored until about 9 p.m., she said. 

According to KMUS public information officer, 
Maureen Hermitanio, the workers were not paid 
their salary for the month before the firm was 
closed by its owner, identified as Sung Syu Kyu. 

‘They are now camped out in front of the 
firm's factory waiting for developments.

"They (creditors) would demand 
more than the usual promises—planned 
spending cuts and proposed revenue 
streams should not only be substantial, 
they also need to be firm, that is, legislat- 
ed and forthcoming,” Salceda sai 

The new tax measures are estimated. 
to put P64 billion in the national cof- 
fers—P14 billion from the so-called 
taxes" in 2005 and Р50 billion from the 
two-way value-added tax and petroleum 
taxin 2006. 

Salceda said the petroleum tax would 
result in higher gasoline prices and an in- 
‘rease in power rates would mean higher 
energy bills for the big users. 

He said Napocor, which was recently 
granted a provisional rate increase of 98 
centavos per kilowatt-hour, has no 
choice but to impose tariff adjustments 
of P1 per kWh in 2005, 45 centavos in 
2006 and another 40 centavos in 2007. 

But Salceda said the burden was well 
spread, with the higher income classes 
absorbing much of the pain as the new 
taxes were mostly progressive—that is, 
the rate increases as income grows—ex- 
cept for the VAT which is slightly regres- 
sive, 


Middle-class 

In aggregate amounts, however, it will 
principally be borne by the broad middle 
class—households with annual incomes 
above P60,000—since in reality there 
are very few rich families in the Philip- 


pines. 

Salceda said the negative impact on 
consumption would be staggered, with 
Napocor rate adjustments spread at P1 in 
year 2005, Р0.45 in 2006 and P0.40 in 
2007, while VAT will be increased from 
10 to 12 percent in 2006 and from 12 to 
14 percent in 2007. 

UP Prof. Felipe Medalla, a former eco- 
nomic planning secretary, told Salceda 
that in order for the public to bear the 
pain of the new taxes, government offi- 
cials must also do their share. 

“Giving up part of your pork barrel 
would make the public feel that there is 
really some burden-sharing,” Medalla 
said. 

Salceda said the government would

Years of fiscal deficits and an increas- 
ing level of public debt have kept the 


country’s rating strengths down. 

A credit rating downgrade by intema- 
tional rating agencies pushes up the cost. 
of the governments borrowings and the 
perceived increased risks have prevented 
crucial foreign direct investments from 
coming into the country. 

The Philippines is currently rated at 
three notches below investment grade. 
The most recent downgrade translated 
into PI9 billion in additional interest 
costs, Salceda said. 

He said the country could aspire for 
a three-step upgrade which would re- 
sult in an early harvest of P60 billion 
їп interest savings on its foreign debt 
stock, “which could free up resources 
for infrastructure and for social ser- 
vices.” 

Salceda said strong fiscal fundamen- 
tals would be an added incentive for for- 
eign investors to come in as the risk pre- 
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mium required for capital exposure to 
the Philippines would be reduced. 


Downside 

Administration Sen. Manuel Roxas 
warned, however, that the planned new 
taxes and a second increase in Napocor 
rates could take P153 billion out the 
pockets of consumers which could in 
turn pull down economic growth. 

Ina statement, Roxas said there was 
valid concern that the Р153 billion to 
be extracted from the pockets of con- 
sumers could erode disposable in- 
comes and significantly inhibit con- 
sumer spending and eventually harm 
domestic industries. 

"Considering that we now have the 
second costliest electricity in Asia, there 
are concerns about how higher power 
rates will impact industries, including 
exporters that cannot take full advan-

Being honest 

President Macapagal-Arroyo yester- 
day told Chinese-Filipino businessmen 
that she was only being “honest” when 
she admitted that the government was in 
dire financial straits. 

She hoped that her candidness 
would inspire government officials, 
legislators and the public to support 
her tax initiatives, belt-tightening mea- 
sures and power-rate restructuring, 
she said in a speech at the golden an- 
niversary celebration of the Federation 
of Filipino-Chinese Chambers of Com- 
merceand Industry Inc. 

“1 am aware that there is a wall of re- 

ance against the tax measures but be- 
yond this wall is the country's redemp- 
tion,” she said, as she called on FFCCCI 
members to be role models in the fight 
against tax evasion by paying the right 
taxes. 

Ms Arroyo urged Filipino-Chinese 
businessmen not to take their money 
abroad but invest instead in the Philip- 
pines to help improve the peso's value. 

“If we are in a crisis today, itis because 
political sentiments have long overruled 
dispassionate requirements of gover- 
nance. That past has caught up with us,” 
she said.

could be diverted by provocative advertising. 

They have also contributed to the moral de- 
cay of society because some of them feature 
scantily clad men and women advertising un- 
derwear,a movie or TV soap, she added, 

Under Senate Bill No. 1714, also known as 
the Anti-Billboard Blight Act, Santiago pro- 
posed that no billboard should be locared a 
thousand feet from any interchange, right-of- 
way of any underpass, overpass, bridge or 
tunnel, street or intersection. 

“The unregulated construction, place- 
ment and display of these billboards consti- 
tute a public nuisance detrimental to the 
health, safety, and welfare of the residents 
in the area where such billboards are locat- 
ed," she said. 

The bill designates the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and Highways and the Metropolitan 
Manila Development Authority as the prima- 
ry lead agencies that will regulate the con- 
struction of billboards, and conduct а thor- 


ough review and inventory of all billboards in 
the metropolis. 

“How many more injuries and damage to 
property do we need before the government. 
does something about the problem?" Santia- 
go said, citing the recent collapse of a huge 
billboard in Pasig City that injured two per- 
sons and destroyed 16 houses. 

Besides posing a safety hazard, billboards 
along roadways distract motorists and, 
worse, they have affected the morals of the 
public who view them, she said, adding:

NEW YORK—Bosnian Ismeta Кис, who 
fled the siege of Sarajevo in 1992, left 
downtown New York on an early morning 
ferry Friday and returned three hours later 
asa full-fledged American citizen. 

In between, she sat patiently in a large 
hall, twirled a plastic American flag when 
prompted, watched a video message from 
President George W. Bush and finally, like 
millions before her, swore an oath of alle- 
giance and accepted a new nationality. 

'Of the 20,000 people nationwide who be- 
came Americas newest citizens on what is offi- 
cially Citizenship Day Krcic was among 100 se- 
lected to be swom in at a special ceremony on 
Elis Island in New York harbor. 

Now a museum, Elis Island was the first US 
federal immigration way station, processing 
more than 12 million new arrivals to the coun- 
try from 1892 unt its closure in 1954, 

The hopes for a better life and a new be- 
ginning that drove those earlier immi- 
grants remain a potent motivation for Кис 
and many of the 450,000 alien residents 
‘who are granted US citizenship every year. 

“It means an enormous amount to me," said 
Kecie, 43, who arrived in the United States, via 
Kosovo and Turkey with her infant sonin 1995. 
Her husband was kiled in the fighting in 
Bosnia. 

"We survived genocide, Here, now, we have 
some peace of mind,” she said. "I was proud to 
be Bosnian, but ater what was done to us..." 

With origins as varied as their English 
speaking skills, Kreic and her new fellow 
Americans presented a potpourri of race, 
culture and religion, from Bangladesh in 
the developing world to Britain in the de- 
veloped, from Muslim Iran to Catholic Ire- 
land.

simple and blood-curdling: “Don't blame us, blame 
them,”

possible to trim the fat in the public corporations while at 
the same time eliminating the pork in Congress; it is nec- 
essary. 

In fact, the two practices share а common, dangerous 
assumption: the sinecures in government companies and 
the legislators’ pork barrel are based on a notion of enti- 
tlement. Those in power think they are entitled to the 
cushy government job or the padded government fund 
because they have paid their dues: they supported the 
right candidate, or they ran for election themselves. 

We have already called for a reduction in or the out- 
right abolition of the pork barrel, and we will continue to 
do so, Contrary to what defensive senators and restive 
congressmen think, and despite all the headlines about 
the extravagant pay that GOCC executives have given 
themselves, the public outery against pork continues. 

But we also agree that the fat must be trimmed. 

Nothing illustrates the dangerous sense of entitlement 
better than the maneuvering at the Development Bank of 
the Philippines. The Commission on Audit had earlier dis- 
approved a new budget item: a P75,000 “office and staff 
allowance” for every member of the board of directors. 
Despite the disapproval, the board went ahead and creat- 
ed two confidential positions for every director, the 
salaries to be sourced from the same “office and staff al- 
lowance” already disapproved.

“Before the start of the last 
election ban, the DBP board of directors approved the 
creation of confidential and co-terminus positions for the 
office of the board. Each director is entitled to two posi- 
tions which are given to close relatives (wives, children, 
cousins, ete.).” 

(How considerate of the DBP board, to spare the nation 
from the back-breaking work of development finance by 
keeping it all within the family.) 

We are certain, of course, that the board can issue ап 
explanation rationalizing the new positions, but what 
these new jobs essentially amount to cannot be justified. 
They are government-funded favors, granted to the pow- 
erful and influential who feel entitled to them, as a matter 
of course. 

A seat on the DBP board is part of the spoils of politics; 
Malacafiang's appointments reflect the political transac- 
tions it has made or wants to make. What the new confi- 
dential posts mean is that the spoils have given birth to 
more spoils. 

In her letter, Urieta decried then DBP president Simon 
Paterno's decision to consider the confidential employees 
as privately employed by the directors concerned, and 
thus "not required to report to the bank.” These directors’ 
relatives, she said, enjoy a health care plan anda monthly 
rice subsidy, courtesy of the bank they do not report to. 

Granted, the P75,000-a-month allowances seem small 
compared to the P9.2 million Sergio Apostol received the 
other year for warming the chairman's seat of the Philip- 
pine National Oil Company. But they add up. 

In fact, it all adds up. GOCCs account for the bulk of the 
consolidated public sector deficit; regardless of their per- 
formance, however, their executives continue to enjoy in- 
dustry-competitive packages. This disconnect between 
pay and performance cannot but be unhealthy for public 
service. Just look at the DBP directors, who regard public 
service as a source of jobs for their relatives. It really 
doesn't matter to them that the additional expenses will 
impact on the bank's bottom line. Because regardless of 
how the bank performs, they get paid anyway. 


. An acting regular appointment 


WITHOUT presuming to know better than the 
Supreme Court, I venture the opinion that the 
current petition of the opposition members to 
nullify che acting appointments of President 
Macapagal-Arroyo to the Cabinet and other 
high positions, effective immediately, does not 
have a sporting chance. It is, as we lawyers say, 
doomed ab initio. 

is true that during the congressional ses- 
sion, the President may only nominate instead. 
of immediately appointing officers subject to 
confirmation by the Commission on Appoint- 
ments, Thus, the Constitution says in Art. VII, 
Sec. 16, that the President “shall nominate 
and, with the consent of the Commission on. 
Appointments, appoint” such officials. The ef- 
fect is that such officials can assume their posi- 
tions only after their formal appointment fol- 
lowing the confirmation of their nominations. 
‘This kind of appointment is called the regular 
appointment, which can be made only while 
Congress is in session. 

It is different from the other kind of ap- 
pointment the President is authorized to 
make, and that is the ad interim appointment. 
This is made during the congressional recess, 
when the Commission on Appointments is al- 
o in recess and so cannot check beforehand 
the appointments of the President. Such ap- 
pointments are effective immediately, but 
they may be approved or rejected by the Com- 
mission on Appointments when it assumes its 
sessions with the end of the congressional re- 
cess. 

The process, in other words, is reversed. The 
regular appointment cannot be made without 
the previous approval by the Commission on 
Appointments of the corresponding nomina- 
tion, but the ad interim appointment can be 
made immediately, without need of a prior 
nomination. It is still subject to the action of 
the Commission on Appointments, but this 
must come later, not before such appointment. 


The reason for the ad interim appointment. 
is the rule prohibiting the Commission on Ap 
pointments from meeting while Congress is 
mot in session. The appointments body must al- 
so be in recess. During the interim, some of- 
fices have to be filled to prevent disruption of 
urgent services, as in vacancies in the Cabinet 
ог the judiciary. Inaction on these positions 
will prejudice the public interest for lack of the. 
proper officials to perform their functions. So, 
While the regular appointment cannot be 
made, the ad interim appointment must be 
employed in the meantime. 

But what about the regular appointee, who 
cannot assume his duties as long as his nomi- 
nation has not yet been confirmed by the Com- 
mission on Appointments? Will not the public 
interest also suffer as a result? 

Not necessarily, because the nominee, while. 
waiting for his regular appointment pending. 
his confirmation by the Commission on Ap- 
pointments, can be extended an acting ap- 
pointment to the same office. As an acting ap- 
pointee, he does not need prior approval by the 
‘Commission on Appointments and so can as- 
sume office and discharge its functions imme- 
diately. 

‘An acting appointment is temporary in na- 
ture and is supposed to be made while the ap- 
pointing authority is looking around for a 
suitable person to fill the office as a regular 
appointee with the required qualifications. 
The regular appointee cannot be separated 


from his office except for cause unlike the act- 


ing appointee whose services can be terminat 
ed at any time with or without cause as an im; 
plied condition of his appointment. In theory, 
the acting appointee is chosen to fill in the 
зар, зо to speak, a sort of temporary substi? 
tute for lack of better qualified person who 
can be trusted to perform the duties of the of- 
fice he can occupy competently and perma 
rently 

That is the theory, but the practice is differ 
ent. The acting appointment is given to the 
very person nominated for regular appoint- 
ment; so, he is nota space-filler but the persoii 
intended to occupy the office permanently, 
While his nomination is still under study by the, 
Commission on Appointments, he discharges: 
to the full all the powers and enjoys completely 
all its perquisites and privileges. Worse, if he is 
denied confirmation or is by-passed, which 
used to be a charitable way of rejecting the 
nominee, he is extended a new acting appoint. 
ment, and another, and still another, ad nause: 
am, until his nomination is finally confirmed 
after much arm-twisting from the President. 
‘That is how the purposes of the Constitution 
are mocked and violated 

President Ramos appointed Frank Drilon 
acting secretary of justice every time his nomi 
mation for ће same position was by-passed by 
the Commission on Appointments, at least sev:

‘Traces of Lang's “Metropolis,” created in 
collaboration with his wife Thea Von Harbou, 
finds resonance in present-day science fiction 
fantasies, particularly in scenes depicting the 
city of the future: brightly lit skyscrapers criss- 
crossed by soaring ribbons of freeways and 
‘buzzed by airborne vehicles hovering over the 
busy landscape.

THE CONFLICT between labor and capital, and 
the search for the mediating influence (not un- 
like Keanu Reeves "Messiah" in "The Ma- 
trix"), is further complicated by a scientist 
named Rotwang. He has created a female 
robot that he hopes will replace his beloved 
Hel, who had rejected him for Joh Fredersen 
and died while giving birth to Freder. But when 
it is discovered that Maria has a hold on the 
workers, Fredersen convinces the scientist to 
make the robot look like Maria. 

Rotwang, though has a hidden agenda. He 
programs his robot not just to replace Maria 
but also to incite the workers to violence. The 
automaton leads the workers to the machines, 
urging destruction and mayhem, with the 
workers not realizing that in destroying the 
machines, they will also flood their city, en- 
angering their children. 

"What ensues isa suspenseful chase, as Fred- 
er seeks to rescue Maria, and then they both 
Seek to save the children from drowning. In 
the end, Maria brings Joh Fredersen repre- 
senting "Mind," the leader of the workers rep- 
resenting "Hands," and Freder as the “Heart,” 
mediating between the two powers of the 
“Metropolis.” For its technical polish and 
litical prescience, “Metropolis” is a film that 
truly deserves immortality. 


Decency in public life 


TF took a fiscal crisis to force the government to 
take a hard look at the outrageous salaries that a 
few public officials are getting for the privilege of 
serving the nation. If the crisis had not been rec- 
nized, if the habit of taking out loans to cover 
recurrent deficits had not been criticized, the 
virus of unequal pay for equal work would have 
quickly overrun the system. 

What is particularly galling is that the nation's 
top officials feign shock over these salaries as if 
they were learning of them for the first time. These 
Juicy positions are so well-known to politicians 
‘who regard them as sinecures reserved to a fa- 
vored few. Not only that, the laws that exclude 
them from the scope ofthe Salary Standardization 
Law were passed by Congress and approved by the 
President. The Commission on Audit, moreover, is 
supposed to submit to the President and Congress 
ап annual report that describes the financial con- 
dition of the government and ай йз instrumentali- 
ties "and recommend measures necessary to im- 
prove their effectiveness and efficiency” 

ifthere were more integrity and less hypocrisy 
in government, our basic laws would suffice. 

"The basic law governing compensations in pub- 
lic service is found in Ап. DB, Sec. 5 of the 1987 
Constitution: "The Congress shall provide for the 
standardization of compensation of government 
officials and employees, including those in govem- 
mentowned or -controlled corporations with orig- 
inal charters, taking into account the nature of the 
responsibilities pertaining to, and the qualifica- 
tions required for their positions.” 

‘On July 1, 1989, Congress passed RA 6758 or 
the Compensation and Position Act, which pre- 
scribes a revised compensation and classification 
system for the government. This is the system 
that is now followed in all the offices and agen- 
cies of government, except in those agencies that 
were later exempted by law or were organized as 
subsidiaries of GOCCs under the general corpora- 
tion law. Budget Secretary Emilia Boncodin was 
thus correct when she said that the incredible 
salaries assigned to certain positions in some

GOCCs and СН were allowed by law. But, of 
course, not everything that is allowed by law. 
makes good moral or managerial sense. The re- 
sponsi for ensuring thatthe lw i not 
abused rests ultimately with the President. 
‘Though long overdue, President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo's recent order to reduce these atrocious 
salaries В a step in the right direction. But itis not 
enough. 

"When private corporations or enterprises run 
into trouble, their managers are held accountable 
by their boards and ultimately by their owners 
and stockholders. But when public firms are mis- 
managed or go bankrupt, who will make them. 
answer or their deeds? To whom are the Nation- 
al Power Corp, Government Service Insurance 
System, Social Security System, Development 
Bank of the Philippines, Philippine Charity 
Sweepstakes Office, Pagcor, PhilHealth, and the 
Philippine National Oil Co. accountable if not to 
the President? The mechanisms to monitor their. 
performance are all in place. Unless the Office of 
the President does is work, keeping in mind the 
basic principles of good housekeeping, it will not 
take long before the government breaks down. 

The basic principles governing just com; 
tion in the public service are clearly defined by 
the law. These are: (1) equal pay for substantially 
equal work, (2) differences in pay must be based 
оп differences in duties and responsibilities and 
‘qualification requirements, and (3) government 
‘compensation must be competitive with prevail- 
ing rates in ће private sector, taking into account 
budget constraints. 


In accordance with these principles, Congress 
created 33 salary grades under RA 6758. The high- 
est, SG 33, is assigned to the President of the Re- 
public. No other postion is comparable. SG 32 is 
assigned to the Vice President, to the Senate presi- 
dent, the Speaker of the House, and the Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court. SG 31 is assigned to 
senators, congressmen, associate justices of the 
Supreme Court, chairmen of constitutional com- 
missions, Cabinet members, and the president of 
the University of the Philippines. It is worth noting 
that none of these salary grades today pays more 
than P80,000 per month in basic compensation. 
This makes the position of President of the Philip- 
pines roughly the equivalent of a junior executive. 
Position in a top multinational company. 

The president, the senators, and the congress- 
men—with the generous perks and pork barrel at 
their disposi may have no need for adjustment 
in their basic рау. But if their compensation is not 
adjusted, compensation at the lower levels of the. 
bureaucracy remains frozen. Professors in state. 
universities and surgeons in public hospitals re- 
ceive fixed salaries equal to the pay of new gradu- 
ates working at call centers. Until а few months 
ago, the basic pay of the civilian faculty at the 
Philippine Military Academy was lower than the 
salary of the cadets. 

‘The situation was so absurd even then that 
when the salary standardization law was passed, 
Congress was swamped with bills seeking exemp- 
tion from its coverage. The first to be exempted 
were precisely the GOCCs and СР that claimed 
хо have enough incomes that permitted them to 
pay private sector rates. The result of this is that 
the despair of all the other government agencies 
grew in proportion to the benefits enjoyed by 
those who were exempted.

At the same time, the region is reestablishing itself as an 
attractive and dynamic destination for inward investment 
and business. While China and India are full of potentials, its 
arguable that Southeast Asia, having endured seven years of 
turmoil, has proven its resilience and its ability to cope with 
change. 

Getting here has not been easy. 

We have been lucky that, in the aftermath of9/11, US policy- 
makers view Southeast Asia only as the "Second Front” ofthe 

“War on Terror” Had we been the “First Front,” we might 
‘well have attracted the same kind of heavy-handed and dan- 
gerously simplistic attention as the Middle East 

‘America, forgetting the persuasiveness of its popular culi 
ture and business links, has neglected to wield its soft power 
(Quiet and sustained diplomatic pressure can achieve un 
pectedly powerful results ifthe commercial world is drawn in 

Grand schemes for democratization and the introduction 
of civil liberties are fiercely resented as forms of cultural im- 

їз proud nation-states. Such ambi. 
to take account of underlying regional 
and national peculiarities. y 

Instead, Southeast Asia has had the space to craft its owm 
responses to socio-political challenges, drawing on the sup 
port and experience of those from outside the region, when 
and where it wanted. 

The Indonesian elections and Anwar's release аге part of 
this slow but steady march toward democratization as insti- 
tutions grow in credibility and legitimacy. But there are 
many obstacles along the way, as the veteran Indonesian 
newsmagazine editor from Tempo, Bambang Harymur- 
ti--dogged with a controversial defamation suit—is discov 
ering. 

Both countries have also been fortunate in the quality of 
their leadership. For all her faults (and there are many), 
President Megawati has shown rare patience and forbear. 
ance. Realizing the importance of reconciliation, she resisted: 
the impulse to go on an anti-Suharto witch-hunt. She has 
provided her vast nation with a rock-solid center around’ 
Which to rebuild its institutions. 

However, her limited intellectual ability and her lack of vis, 
sion have prevented Indonesia from making more progress, 
n essence, while she has consolidated the democratic gai 
ofthe “reformasi” era, she has failed o address the weak gov" 
emance and corruption that bedevil Indonesia. Should Susi» 
1o win, the country will soar—although it will be an Indones, 
sia of Megawat's making that he will inherit. у 

Malaysia's Prime Minister Abdullah Badawi possesses the 
‘same quiet confidence as Megawati. However, his commit- 
ment to reform, his adroit political skills and his principled 
vision far outshine the diffident lady president. 

‘Abdullah understood from day one that Malaysia needed to, 
resolve the dilemma posed by Anwar’ continued detention. 
"The countrys international reputation would remain tamished, 
aslong as Anwar and injustice were bracketed together. 

Ла allowing the legal process to move ahead unimped- 
ed—and, therefore, Anwars sodomy conviction to be 
quashed.—ihe prime minister has effectively signaled the 
paramount importance of his reform agenda and an inde-, 
pendent judiciary. 

‘Abdullah has also given the nation closure on a series of 
tragic events that occurred six years earlier. The sacking, аг. 
rest, trial, beating and conviction of Anwar both traumatized 
and sigmatized Malaysia. 

Still, internal reforms have to be built from the ground up- 
wards. Unlike Anwar, whose flashy and pleasant sounding 
Thetorical flourishes enthralled the world in the mid-90s; 
Abdullah worked diligently both to communicate his mes- 
sage and implement change. 

Abdullah's strategy has focused on the “buy-in.” Notwi 
standing his Islamic credentials, Ве has actively reached out 
to Malaysia's diverse mult-eligious population. At the same 
time, he has made gender rights an important aspect of his 
administration. 

Malaysians, for their part, have tired of autocrats. They do. 
not want to be berated and lectured at anymore. They want 
leaders who are straight-dealing, honest and principled. 
Demagoguery and street protests so characteristic of the 
turmoil following Anwar’s sacking—are also a thing of the: 
past. Malaysians recoil from those who use race and religion, 
to push their private ambition. 

Democratization is not a smooth or straight-forward pro- 
cess. There are many different paths and local obstacles. Orr 
this journey, each society has to find its own way and its own: 
speed. Thankfully, after seven years of relative inactivity, 
Southeast Asia appears to be hitting its groove.

CONOMISTS from the University of the Philippines and groups like the Free- 
E dom from Debt Coalition, Focus on Global South, Fair Trade Alliance and 
Bagong Alyansang Makabayan (Bayan) agree that the country is in fiscal crisis. 

But they differ on the causes of the crisis and the solutions that they offer to head off an 


economic collapse. 


Eleven professors at the UP School of Economics (UPSE) have attributed the widening 
public sector deficit and rising debt in large part to the falling revenue and tax efforts and to 
the huge losses of government corporations, particularly the National Power Corp. 

‘They are urging the government to adopt revenue and cost-saving measures such as im- 
posing an additional tax of P2 per liter on petroleum products, raising government fees, 
cutting the pork barrel of legislators, pegging taxes on tobacco and alcohol to inflation and

Wis Bello, Lidy Nacpil, and 
‘Ana Maria Nemenzo came out 
‘with a critique of the study re- 
leased by 11 professors from the UP 
School of Economics [Talk of the Town, 
Sept. 5]. The study outlined some of the 
‘causes of the fiscal crisis our country 
facing and suggested how this deepening 
crisis may be prevented from leading to 
an Argentina-type economic crisis. 

The critics contended that the 
economists study was overdue, biased for 
trade liberalization and lacking in 
courage. They recommended two mea- 
sures: (1) the reversal of trade liberaliza- 
tion and the raising of tariffs, and (2) the 
devaluation of the foreign debt. 

They claimed that the report was “se- 
lective” because it omitted an important 
cause of the decline in tax revenues: the 
reduction in tariff collections due to liber- 
alization. 

То prove their point, they cited former 
Finance Secretary Jose Isidro Camacho 
(1, See Notes) in reporting that, “Customs 
collections declined from 5.6 percent of 
GDP in the mid-1990s to 2.8 percent in 
2002." This is an example of the post hoc, 
ergo propter hoc fallacy: just because lib- 
eralization happened before the fall in 
revenue effort doesn't mean that the for- 
mer caused the latter. 

Tariff cuts 

The “unilateral liberalization program. 
initiated by Ramos technocrats" mostly 
happened in the early and mid-1990s. The 
aim of trade liberalization was to reduce 
the overall level of tariffs as well as their 
dispersion to reduce the protectionist bar- 
riers to efficiency and enhance the compet- 
itiveness of domestic industry, which had 
been stymied by decades of protection. 

If the decrease in tariff collection is in- 
deed the “key” culprit behind the countrys 
fiscal woes, then revenue effort should have 
started falling at around the same time. But 
this is not the case. In fact, revenue effort 
was on the uptrend from an average of 14 
to 16 percent between 1990 and the Asian 
crisis in 1997, after which tax effort de- 
clined steeply from 15.63 percent in 1998 
1012.5 percent in 2003. 

Even then, the large drop in tax effort 
starting 1997 cannot be blamed primarily 
оп tariff reduction, as Bureau of Customs 
revenue effort was fairly stable from 1998 
то 2003. Despite the fact thatthe largest 
reductions in tariffs occurred in 1994 to 
1995, import duties went up slightly from 
3.55 to 3.57 percent during that time (2). 
Clearly tariff reduction isnot the “key” cul- 
prit for the country’s revenue problems. 

Tt is also erroneous to assert that tariff 


reduction should lead to a corresponding 
decrease in Customs collections, as this 
presumes that demand for imports can- 
not rise with lower import prices, Further- 
more, liberalization reduces the effective 
tariffs on inputs, encouraging firm pro- 
duction, spurring economic growth and 
controlling inflation, especially because. 
‘over 80 percent of our imports consist of 
raw materials, intermediate goods and 
capital equipment. 

Т cite only los revenues and neglect а 
policy's impact on growth and price stability 
is itself highly selective. In fact, referring to 
tade liberalization during the 1990s, Cama- 
cho states, "The .. policy directions were

On devaluing foreign debt 

"The critics propose that we should fol- 
low Argentina's example, which grew at 
seven percent in 2003, “unburdened by 
debt payments.” This is another post hoc, 
ergo propter hoc fallacy. Contrary to such 
argument, Argentina's economic growth 
recovered in 2003 due to the high prices of 
their agricultural exports (mainly soy 
beans) and public finances have improved 
due to the windfall tax on tradables (4). 

Moreover, they failed to mention that 
afer the default of 2001, Argentina's 
gross domestic product contracted by 
10.9 percent in 2002, which led to mas- 
Sive disinvestment. 

1f defaulting on our foreign debt is so 
bad for the economy, why then did 
"UPSE economists" suggest it in 1985? 
The reason is obvious: the Philippines 
was in 1985 what Argentina was in 
2001. After an economic contraction 
starting in 1983, che Philippines faced 
a critical situation of dwindling foreign 
reserves and already lost access to in- 
ternational redit markers in 1985. 

Moreover, even if that had not been the 
case, defaulting on our debt in 1985 could 
have been argued from a moral stand- 
point, as these loans were contracted 
nerously by a dictator. 

At present, however, we are not yet 
where Argentina was in 2001, or where 
we were in 1985. The economy not on- 
ly maintains access to international 
credit markets, it also retains a strong 
reserve position, mainly from remit- 
tances by overseas Filipino workers 
Devaluing our debt is equivalent to de- 
faulting on our debt and would only 
serve to precipitate an Argentina-like 
crisis, which is exactly what we are try- 
ing to prevent.

In the end, one's views depend on the theoretical framework (whether neoliberalism or: 
not) he or she uses to explain why the country’s economy is in bad shape and what can be 
done to fix it. But the success of any proposed solution hinges on political will and popular

creditors" Figures from the Bangko Sen- 
tral ng Pilipinas show that of the 25.39 
trillion total public sector debt, P2.67 tril- 
lion, only 49.5 percent, is pwed to foreign 
creditors (5). This means that more than 
half of the total public debt is owed to lo- 
cal lenders—among them local banks and 
cooperatives that buy T-bills. Indeed, Fil- 
ipinos hold quite an amount even of for- 
eign-denominated debt. 

Defaulting on debt under these circum- 
stances is not tantamount to making the. 
foreigners share the burden, but more 
like shooting oneself in the foot. 

The critique then objects to characteriz- 
ing interest rates as "quite benign.” point- 
ing to the unequal interest rates charged to 
developing and developed countries. 
What they fail то include in their argument 
is that interest rates are returns to loans 
plus risk premiums— countries (and bor- 
Towers) that are riskier necessarily face 
higher interest rates. 

"Quite benign" refers to the fact that 
we are facing interest rates that are at an 
alltime low in international credit mar- 


kets. The three-month London Inter-bank 
Overnight Rate was at 1.21 percent in 
2004 (compared with 8.39 percent in 
1985), while the 91-day local Fill rate as 
of June was at 7.6 percent (6). Itis for this 
very reason that it has actually been 
cheaper to borrow from the international 
credit market than from local creditors. 

If the interest rates charged the 
country have risen recently, this has 
been due not to an inordinate rise in 
rates but on the premium being 
charged a country that cannot seem to 
get its finances fixed. By contrast, 
countries with sound financial posi- 
tions obtain substantially lower rates. 

On timeliness 

The three critics claim that the UPSE 
study was overdue—more than a year 
since Camacho warned the public of the 
fiscal crisis in a June 2003 paper. More- 
over, they contend that the study should 
have come out before the May elections to 
act “as a brake on the administration's 
spending йз way to victory" 

During the campaign period- many

“The UP economists’ study is not the last 
paper on the fiscal crisis, and the critique 
will not be the last one on the study. Dif- 
ferences may persist, but these must be 
based on sound economic reasoning and 
not simply on ideological reflex.

BAGUIO CITY—The Court of Ap- 
peals has dismissed a government 
appeal seeking a reversal of із 
March 26 ruling that orders the Se- 
curiis and Exchange Commission 
tobackout ofa Baguio Country Club 
elecion dispute involving feuding 
relatives of the cub’ late president 
and chair, Potenciano шопо. 

In a three-page resolution is- 
sued on Sept. 1, the CA said the 
Office ofthe Solicitor General had 
то new arguments to reverse its 
decision to stop SEC from inter- 
vening in the clubs Nov. 5, 2003 
stockholders’ meeting, where а 
new board was to be elected. 

The OSG said the SEC merely 
asserted йз regulatory powers 
last year when it compelled BCC 
officials to abide by its by-laws, 
which grant its directors only a 
single mandatory term of office. 

Reiterating the CAs March rul- 
ing, Associate Justices Danilo 
Pine, Elvi John Asuncion and 
Monina Zenarosa said the dispute 
over the stockholders’ meeting 
“does not сай for the SEC's power 
of regulation and supervision."

to just sit next to Tritz. On several occa- 
sions, his co-passengers in a speeding 
train in Europe ended up forking over 
sufhs of money or later sending him 
checks after hearing his story about the 
Filipino children. 

Вот in the French region close to the 
Gerinan border, Tritz entered the Jesuit 
order at the tender age of 19. 

Tn 1936, he began his lifelong dream. 
of Becoming a missionary im China, 
wliere he was ordained a priest in Shang- 
hai in 1947. 

He celebrates his 71st year in the Je- 
suit order this year, and he says with a 
big smile that he intends to outlive two 
other Philippine-based Jesuits in their 
late 90's who have been in the order 
longer. 

Young Jesuits in the 1930s were in- 
spired by older missionaries like the 
famed Fr. Mateo Ricci, who blazed the 
trail in China. Tritz wanted to follow in 
their footsteps and insisted on being sent 
to that country, where he taught in vari- 
ous schools for 12 years in a most turbu- 
lentera. 

"The fall of China to the communists in 
1949 caught him in a visi to France, and 
he was sent to the Philippines in October 
1950 to await, or so ће thought, reas- 
signmentto China. 

But he got stuck here. China's loss was 
the Philippines’ gain. 

Filipino citizen 

From the 1950s to the early 19705, 
Tritz taught at places like the Ateneo 
Graduate School of Arts and Sciences; 
Araneta University, where he was 
chaplain, guidance counselor and ad- 
ministrator; and such other instit 
tions as the University of the East, Far 
Eastern University and Centro Escolar 
University. 

In 1974, he joined 11 other Jesuits in 
taking the oath of allegiance as Filipino. 
citizens before then President Ferdinand 
Marcos. 

As he recounted to this writer with a 
laugh, the French government couldn't 
understand why he was doing this when 
thousands of Filipinos were renouncing 
their citizenship abroad, 

But years later, the French govern- 
ment apparently forgave him. It twice 
gave him awards, including the Legion 
of Honor, for his work with Filipino 
children. 

It was in 1974 when Tritz firmly fo- 
cused on his life mission. Since the 
1960s he had been increasingly dis-

Sen. lito Lapid, 
chair of the commit- 
teeon games, amuse- 
ments and sports, an- ` 
nounced this to some 
sports officials this 
week along with a 
plan to sit down with 
the Philippine SEAG 
Organizing Commit- 
tee for an update on 
the preparation for the Games. 

Lapid said three of his colleagues, Jinggoy 
Estrada, Loi Ejercito and Pia Cayetano, have 
already agreed to donate part of their coun- 
trywide development fund to the SEAG host- 
ing. 

However, Cayetano reportedly wants to 
extend financial help directly to the ath- 
letes, whose training and preparation will 
be handled by the Philippine Sports Com- 
mission, 

“We at the Senate should help. This is not 
only for Philippine sports but also for the en- 
tire nation," Lapid was quoted as saying in Fil- 
ipino. 

The House of Representatives also has a 
pending resolution to earmark part of their 
pork barrel to the SEAG kitty according to Ba- 
colod Rep. Monico Puentevella 

‘The Congress can raise P600 million, added 
Puentevella, also the weightlifting president. 

“We are pleased with the outpouring of 
support for our SEAG staging," said PSC chair 
Eric Buhain. “Right now we are on track with 
the preparation, particularly the training of 
the athletes and assessment of the sports fa- 
cilities that will be repaired." 

Organizers expect to spend P1 billion for 
the countrys third staging of the biennial 
competition among Asean nations. Most of 
the expenses will be for the renovation of fa- 
cilities and purchase of timing equipment. 

Philsoc chair Obet Pagdanganan had earli 
ег assured that expenses for the SEA Games 
would be regained through tourism alone. He 
said if each of the projected 14,000 foreign 
visitors would only spend $1,000, the country

"The Philsoc also expects a return of invest- 
ment from marketing the event.

HAVE you ever received a thick envelope 
containing a plastic key and a bunch of pa- 
pers claiming to be your ticket to winning a

These and other forms of sweepstakes 
are often dismissed by some as a scam and 
а way for companies to elicit additional 
sales from unwaty customers. 

Fortunately, many Filipinos didn't, and La- 
dy Luck smiled on three of them who joined 
the latest Reader’s Digest Sweepstakes. 

‘A businessman is the grand prize winner of 
735 million; an 82-year-old widow, who has

Although the draws has been done annu- 
ally since 1984, Reader's Digest decided to 
hold semi-annual draws for 2004 to shorten 
the waiting period of customers, according 
toYan. 

“For thefirst half of the year, with a circula- 
tion base of 110,000 for Reader's Digest, en- 
tries reached more than 230,000,” adds Yan.

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Agri office turns grounds into farmers’ paradise

BATANGAS CITY—They wel- 
comed guests at the entrance 
with a smile, freshly picked flow- 
ers from the garden, and an icy 
cold blend of ginger ale, pandan 
and pineapple juice in crystal 
cocktail glasses. 

"The guests were then given 
homemade siopao and led to the 
table in front of a mini-falls to eat 
the welcome snacks while à 
carabao was dressed up to pull 
the caritela that would tour visi 
tors around the integrated farm 
where catfish is grown beside the 
ricefield and high-value crops are 
propagated to be given to the 
people for free. 

No, it was nota scene from Vil- 
Ja Escudero or a Tagaytay farm. It 
was right inside the vicinity ofthe. 
Office of the City Veterinarian 
and Agricultural Services (Ocvas) 
їп Barangay Bolbok of this city, 
where the once-shrubby forested 
land was tumed into every 
farmer and gardener's paradise. 

"This is our way of telling our 
fellow Batanguefios that despite 
the growing industralization of 
Batangas City, we never neglect- 
ed the agriculture sector" Dr 
Loyola Bagui, Ocvas chief, says. 
“In fact, we are even exploring 
more ways to help our farmer-co- 
operators harvest more and bet- 
ter crops from their farms that 
will give them more income and 
ensure food security. They are our 
top priority.” ~ 
Farm tour 

The Ocvas tour aboard a 
carabao-driven caritela was held 
in celebration of the Civil Service 
Month and was started from 
Sept. 6 up to Sept. 10 only. 

Complete with a guitarist 
singing folk songs, it explored the 
orchard with the flowering plants 
already in the blossoming stage, 
and just under the giant ma- 
hogany trees. From the orchard, 
‘the tour passed the vegetable gar- 
den teeming with high-value 
crops that were never before 
grown in the hot Batangas cli- 
mate. 

‘The tour also took the guests to 
the palay-isdaan, a  ricefield 
where catfish and rice are grown 
in one feld. 

‘There were also Шара and 
duck pond, a piggery, poultry, and. 
dairy farm. 

Beside the poultry farm was 
the organic chicken farm where 
Осуа veterinarians had success- 


est 


fully bred the kabir and sassoo 
‘with the native chicken. 

At the far end of the farm were 
the heavy equipment lent to 
farmers who need mechanized 
assistance in ploughing, planting 
and post-harvest stages of their 
farms. 

‘At the end of the tour, the 
guests were taken to the baraka- 
han, or the mini-store where the 
fresh farm produce, mostly or- 
ganic vegetables and fruits from 
the Ocvas farms, were sold at a 
price a little lower than the mar- 
ket price. 


Farmers’ paradise 

From the once shrubby forests 
of the Ocvas grounds in Barangay 
Bolbok of this 
ago was taunted as the "Iwahig

Bagui added that the office 
holds а cleanliness contest 
among the different divisions to 
maintain order in their areas of 
responsibility.

Bagui adds. 

‘According to Dimacuha, the 
citys farmer cooperators who 
availed of the corn program have 
reaped the fruits of their labor 
and been able to generate em- 
ployment, provide food, and tun 
their idle lands into а good sourte, 
ofincome. n 

“We have proven that it is pos- 
sible. Thats why we're encourag- 
ing the people to plant, plant and 
plant and prove that the impend- 
ing fiscal crisis won't affect us 
through food security" Dimacuha 
says. 


Linking TQM with profitability 


FOR MANY people, the connection be- 
tween Total Quality Management (TQM) 
and corporate profitability is vague and 
hazy. 

Business owners and stockholders alike 
that are now pressuring their line quality 
managers to show proof that their respec- 
tive organizations have benefited fina 
cially from TOM. 

‘The issue was brought to light some 10 
years ago and still lingers up to these days 
when several articles including the 
thought-provoking manuscript "Is TQM 
Dead?" were published by different au- 
thors in different slants in Quality Digest 
(1994) and USA Today (1995). 

‘They queried why some award winners 
of the Malcolm Baldrige National Quality 
‘Awards (MBNQA) and the Deming Prize 
have had periods of poor financial perfor- 
mance after winning the award. 

‘Such concrete examples provided the 
ammunition in an attempt to dislodge 
ТОМ as a business strategy for private or- 
ganizations. 

In the Philippines, there was yet no sim- 
ilar study made for the winners of the 
Philippine Quality Award (PQA), the 
equivalent of the MBNQA. 

But still, many business owners and 
stockholders have begun to question the 
value of TQM to achieve corporate profit, 
just the same. 

When company owners begin to search 
for the linkage, their focus tends to fall in- 
хо two categories: One, companies do 
ТОМ because it appears to be an industry 
fashion. Two, companies do ТОМ because 
it is a promising tool for corporate sur- 
vival. 

Every organizational system functions 
within and is affected by many other man- 
agement philosophies. 

For one, customers and suppliers have 
their own business systems that affect 
TQM. The corporate environment, the 
market, the government and everything 
in-between also affect ТОМ. 

So why blame TQM after all? In defense. 
of TOM, Doctors Kevin Hendricks and Vin- 
ой Singhal in their paper entitled "The Ef- 
fect of Total Quality Management on Co 
porate Performance" say that "the eriti- 
cism that ТОМ has produced lackluster 


economic gains is unwarranted.” 

But the issue remains the same. Tile 
controversy about TQM must be resolved 
опе way or the other, especially now that 
many organizations have already invested 
onit. 

‘Many quality managers have indicated 
that even though their organizations have 
already committed to TOM, they still need 
hard evidence to answer the question 
posed by business owners. 

То establish the value of TOM, itis im- 
portant to link it to financial measure- 
ment. To do this is to examine the stock 
price performance of companies that have 
effectively implemented TQM. 

Stock price performance is publicly re- 
ported and can be easily tracked. 

The Philippine Society for Quality 
(PSQ), the private sector administrator of 
the PQA can do it as a service to the busi- 
ness community 

Tris about time to conduct this study af- 
ter the seventh cycle of the PQA which 
covers close to 30 award winning compa- 
nies since its inception in 1998. 

Singhal, the proponent of this choice of 
performance measure for TQM is arriving 
in the country this month to elaborate on 
his five year old research, along with Hen 
dricks. 

Singhal was invited by PSQ to talk 
about the linkage of TQM and corporate 
performance in an international quality 
Conference co-organized with the Asia-Pa- 
cific Quality Organization at Edsa 
Shangri-la Hotel. 

Tt will be held on Sept. 13-15 with the 
theme “Connecting the World...through 
Quality.” 

ТОМ is one of those management pri 
ciples every company says it like to imple- 
ment but few can say how, much more to 
achieve financial gains. This is one area of 
responsibility that causes companies the 
most anguish. 

Faced with the "fiscal crisis,” the go 
ernment must take the lead to practice 
TOM by example as a cost-effective way to 
combat the deficit. 

With TOM, the premise becomes simple 
and practical. Anybody can simply down- 
size the organization to survive, but it 
takes brains to make a quality product,

DESPITE the proliferation of private tu- 
torsand numerous educational enhance- 
ment centers, more and more students, it 
seems, are not fluent in the basics of 
Mathematics, English and Filipino. 

In fact, the Third International Math 
and Science Study (TIMSS), after a year 
of extensive research and studies con- 
ducted in 38 countries worldwide, has re- 
vealed that the Philippines placed a hu- 
miliating third from the bottom rank in 
terms of Math and Science proficiency. 

Is there a dearth of intelligent young 
minds today? Are there way too many 
lousy educators? Are parents not atten- 
tive enough? In this overly critical times 
when knowledge equals power, who isto 
blame for this distressing news? 


Crucial role 

А new book from Anvil Publishing 
Inc., “Helping our Children Do Well in 
School" by Queena N. Lee-Chua and Ma. 
Isabel Sison-Dionisio, says that love, con- 
cern and patience from family actually 
plays a crucial, if not the most important, 
role in a child's performance in school. 

Lee-Chua, a multi-awarded associate 
professor in Math at the Ateneo de Manila. 
University says the problem with Filipino. 
parents is they often put the blame for 
their children's shortcomings in class on 
the school system alone, rather than ac 
cepting the responsibilities themselves.

"Too busy with work” is a popular ex- 
cuse parents say when asked why they 
can't spend more time with the kids. Or 
that they have to work doubly hard to 
pay for exorbitant tuition. Because of 
this, Lee-Chua says parents seek out 
"strangers" instead for help. And thats 
how the demand for tutors and learning 
centers was born. 

"Parents always ask if 1 could recom- 
mend a good tutor or center for this or 
that subject. Never once has any parent 
asked me: What can I do for my kid?" she 
says. 

So-called enrichment centers fll up 
three weeks before exams, but that is not 
the way to go if parents want to inculcate 
solid study habits into their children, 
says Lee-Chua. Part of the problem is the 
kids lack of study habits and zero moti- 
vation to learn. 

‘Another common excuse from parents 
whose children are lagging behind in 
math, for instance, is that they can't help 
their kids in a subject they themselves 
are not good at. 

“How old is your kid? Is he or she in 
Algebra already?” Lee-Chua would ask. 

“Grade 1.” 

“Anybody can do Math in Grade 1!"

"The basic unit of society is sil the 
family. Parents must look for activities 
where they can integrate their children. 
This book says parents have to juggle 
and give up certain things when the chil 
dren are still young, because theres no 
rewinding. When the damage is done, it 
is there,” says parenting consultant and 
marriage counselor Sison-Dionisio.

O the Philippines has 

yet to produce another 

Miss Universe since 
Margie Moran won the title 
in 1973. But beauty contest 
buffs should take heart, as 
Australia was also in the 
same boat until Jennifer 
Hawkins brought honor to 
the country this June. 

Prior to her victory, the last Aus- 
tralian to wear the Miss Universe 
crown was Kerrie-Anne Wells in 
1972. Australians have partly to 
thank  Filipino-Australian. Peter 
Sereno for ending the 22-year title 
drought. 

After Hawkins won the local 
pageant, Australian contest organiz- 
ers went to Sereno for help.

"which he watches and analyzes with- 
out fall Before working with 
Hawkins, he also helped train her 
predecessor, Ashlea Talbot. 

"Were a weird bunch," says Sereno 
ма e-mail. "But 'm a living testament 
that being an (beauty) ‘expert’ in this 
field can pay off.” 

A native of Davao City, Sereno, 26, 
was barely 11 when he migrated with 
his family to Australia in 1989.

You also do flowers for the dead? 

AG: A lot of dead. Because our base is 
corporate and, normally, if there is а 
patay—vhether it's a man from X com- 
pany, whose daughter, wife, grandmoth- 
er or whatever passes амау- they assign 
us that. 

So it's the corporations that order 
from you? 

AG: You know it сап be for birth, itcan. 
be for an inauguration, a launching of a 
new product, a ribbon cutting for a new- 
ly-decorated floor of their offices and 
then, everything else extends from that. 
‘And of course, under corporate, what 
happens is, we also give them a corpo- 
rate pricing structure. Because weekly 
уап ch, so of course we cannot treat it as 
retail sale, Paramihan eh. And in this in- 
dustry, let's face it, mahirap, hindi ka 
mabubusog sa bulaklak. And we are deal- 
ing with perishables. 

Are there enough florists to meet 
the demand? 

AG: Well, from what 1 understand, in 
Manila there are around 24,000 flower 
shops. You just go to the cemetery in Su- 
cat, that’s still under Metro Manila, there 
are seven or eight flower shops... yung 
parang mga tindahan lang sa tabi-tabi- 
‘Those are still considered as flower 
shops. 

Ah, so that's considered among the 
24,000? 

Аб: Yes, in the Philippines, because of 
the Asian background, flowers are a big 
part of the lifestyle. In Thailand, no, they 
use flowers more for offerings. Dito, its 
to beautify the altar. You know, it can bea 
bougainvillea or whatever... ifs just a 
pity that we don't have а solid cut flower 
industry because іс not helped by the 
government. It all boils down to that. 
Where in the world can you get a dozen 
sprays of orchids for $1 but in Thailand? 
Fertilizer is subsidized, your land is sub- 
sidized, Landscaping materials in Thai- 
land are very cheap. 

Do we import flowers from Thai- 
land? 

AG: Yes, I do, we do. Mine arrives ev- 
ery Tuesday morning. Just three types of

Of the 24,000 flower shops, how 
many of them have... you know, de- 
signers, landscape artists... the 
works? 

AG: That is very difficult to say. Fil- 
ipinos are artistic by nature as a people. 
For example, in Thailand, they all have. 
the same style. 105 their culture. They do 
not have the initiative to ook further. Fil- 
ipinos are not like that. 

Is that advantageous or disadvanta- 
geous for Pinoys? 

AG: Its very advantageous. The 
ipino as a couturier, for example, there's 
nowhere else that you can find yung tala- 
gang marunong mag-design, gumawa ng 
baro like here. But the problem is we do 
not have a textile industry. It's the same 
thing with us; we do not have a cut-flow- 
er industry. 

You know, recently I took a trip to Sri 
Lanka, Sri Lanka is а very, very poor 
country and the only reason Î went there. 

It’s the largest foliage 
exporter in the world. All hey do is grow 
leaves. We can do that. Sri Lanka experi- 
ences the same typhoons, and all that 
stuff.

You must also take into consideration 
that if you have a flower farm, let's say 
roses or orchids, you have to bloom- 
boost, you have to put fungicides, thus, 
its already beating the natural process of 
the way a plant really grows. Kung pina- 
pabayaan talaga na walang fertilizers, 
fungicides, you normally expect once-a 
year blooming. But in a flower farm, you 
‘can expect that you can harvest flowers 
from a single plant four to seven times а 
year. Thus, you're aging ће plants so 
much faster, so the life span of that plant 
is... umiksi.

AG: Yes, yes, unlike foliage where 
you're just harvesting the leaves, you're 
nor killing the plants.

HERE is a technology—or a 
series of technolo- 
gies—aimed at creating the 
arth Home,” or selfsufficient 
home. Such a structure goes be- 
yond the architectural, and is cer- 
tainly a step ahead of the mixed- 
use development scheme and farm 
estates that characterize many 
building projects in the Philippines 
today. 

The Earth Home is being developed by de- 
signer Mel Moench of Minnesota, USA, who 
has written books and articles about it. In The 
Futurist magazine, he explains that the Earth 
Home, or self-sufficient home, is where “in- 
habitants make their own energy, produce 
their own food and do their part to save the 
world's environment.” 

The Earth Home does all this by using a 
number of appropriate technologies, like 
power generation through solar and wind en- 
ergies, photovoltaic panels and renewable en- 
ergy, which entail battery electrical storage, 
high-efficiency lighting energy and energy-ef- 
ficient appliances. As these homes сап be 
built with green or alternative construction, 
they reduce negative impacts on the environ- 
ment 

The Earth Home can use low-water toilets, 
waste-water treatment, water reuse, graywa- 
ter systems and recycling to conserve water 
and reduce pollution. The attention to water 
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provides excellent conditions for food pro- 
duction, especially organic agriculture, un- 
irrigation, aquaculture, even com- 


Home-control system 

The technologies all add up to a home con- 
trol system that saves effort, eliminates mis- 
takes and helps coordinate all activities and 
functions in the home. 

Many of the technologies stem from re- 
search for space programs geared toward. 
making extended space travel or coloniza- 
tion feasible. Moench researched on differ- 
ent cultures to see what materials, food and 
methods withstood the test of time. He in- 
corporated his findings into emerging tech- 
nologies, as he considered it important to 
make the Earth Home practical for 2ist- 
century lifestyles. 

What this means, he stresses, is that the 
house, "has to become a living, sensing and 
reacting mechanism, needing no significant 
human intervention other than planting, har- 
vesting and food preparation, (just like) an 
automatic mini farm.” While the goal is to 
make a home 100-percent self sufficient, it 
won't be possible "in the purest sense” 


cause everything will break down at some 
point since water, sun, friction, heat and other 
forces are constantly at work. There will thus 
be need for component replacement and 
‘maintenance, for which some materials are 
not yet available. 


One design fits all 

Just the same, the basic design of an Earth 
Home would be the same in whatever lime it 
is built, with some adjustments or modifica- 
tions. in the tropics, for instance, foliage 
through wall or roof latices would be used to 
keep the sun's rays off the roo. In cold coun- 
tres, the primary consideration would be 
howto heat the home. 

Шшзтаопз of the Earth Home provided by 
Moench showed us the placement of wind 
generators, the aquaculture and plant areas 
Atoneside ofthe house, ете за greenhouse 
‘with skylight and compost doors. The design 
of the house itself includes the amenities of a 
conventional home, such as a screened upper 
floor porch, а carport and a main entrance 
door. 

The innovations in the self-sufficient house 
reduce negative impacts like pollution from 
Carbon dioxide concentrations in our atmo- 
sphere, and UV radiations that have, among 
other unfavorable effects on human health, 
caused the increase of skin cancer incidence 
Self-sufficient homes, in fact, offer protection 
from infectious diseases, because there will 
be less occasions for air travel and interaction 
with other people. The long- and short-term 
Benefits are many: Earth Homes will help pre- 


vent malnutrition by increasing food produc- 
tion (since each family grows its own food). It 
will reduce energy needs for agriculture and 
housing (as it generates its own); prevent 
global soil problems, and reduce the burden 
‘on world water supply. 


Further tests needed 

So, why are we not all living in self-suffi- 
cient’ homes right now? Because, says 
Moench, there still isn't any. To get everything 
right for 21st-century living, there is still need 
for further testing and fine-tuning. From the 
prototypes he has built, however, Earth 
Homes can become realities. 

In the Philippines, availability and cost of 
components and materials will make it more 
difficult to start this project. Yet, we can 
dream, can't we? 

What drives Moench on to his ultimate goal 
is an environmental philosophy that props up 
his project: “Human beings are stewards ofthe. 
earth, and itis our responsibility to give this 
earth to future generations in the same or bet- 
ter condition than we received it.” Notice that 
he believes that the human being's role on this 
planetis to be its steward, nor its master. 

Incidentally, the Asian Pacific Roundtable 
for Sustainable Production and Consumption 
announces that it will soon sponsor a work- 
shop to introduce the Green Village concept 
that uses environment-friendly materials for 
house construction,

Crisis in work 
By Bishop Precioso D. Cantillas, SDB, DD 


JOB layoffs, terminations, company downsizing, and other re- 
lated terms, mean essentially one thing—the worker involun- 
tarily loses his job. There may be valid reasons, or perhaps 
unjust causes, or even illegal ways of terminating a worker 
from the company. What is imporiant to ask is what happens 
then in the mind, héart, or the stomach of the worker who un- 

pectedly and suddenly becomes jobless? What could also be 
in the mind of the employer or manager who, for valid rea- 
sons and just causes, has to terminate a worker? 

The reaction of a laid-off worker could vary from a silent 
but bitter acceptance of his sorry lot to a violent protestation 
and aggressive display of resentment and anger. The “stew. 
ard" in today's Gospel shows us a glimpse of the anxieties, 
worries and the despair of one who loses his or her job. The 
employer, on the other hand, may feel relieved of a big prob- 
lem by getting rid of the erring worker, or he might also feel 
sad and worried for a valuable worker whom he has to dismiss 
from the company for a just cause. 

Both employer and worker would have to be prepared for such 
a crisis in the workplace. A very materialistic view of work by 
both—as a means of livelihood for the worker and his family or a 
source of profit for the employer—would certainly lead to evil 
and destructive results for both. A more human or even a spiri- 
tual perspective of work—one guided by faith in God—will guide 
everyone to a positive reaction and a solution to the crisis that is 
worthy of the human dignity.

Toni... 


First, there's Toni's serious side: She makes for a reliable 
host, an alert talent who can deliver her lines fluently in both 
English and Filipino. It also helps that she's quite the looker, 
possessing a tantalizing set of eyes, perfect cheekbones, 
long, straight hair and broad shoulders. Yet as effective a 
host as she can be, Toni can just as seamlessly transform her- 
self into a hyperactive comedienne, a pretty clown who can 
contort her face or execute a perfectly-timed pratfall а la Jim 
Carrey. 

Small-town girl 

Whether its because of her effectiveness as a straight host 
or an attractive goofball, Toni's finally getting noticed, but it 
definitely didn't happen overnight for this small-town lass 
from Taytay, Rizal. In fact, it wasn't even hosting or acting 
that got her started in show business. 

“ always wanted to be a singer,” admits Toni, who once 
dreamt of becoming an international singer when she was as 
young as 4, Back then, she was already belting out tunes by 
Celine Dion, Frank Sinatra and Hall and Oates together with 
her father Carlito. Toni received no formal training and only 
harnessed her talent by singing in her church choir. “She was 
called the ‘Lea Salonga’ of the Methodist Church back then,” 
Toni's mom, Pinty, proudly recalls. 

Soon, Toni would be joining singing contests, though de- 
spite her brave attempts, she rarely won. But each tilt she 
joined was a step forward. In 1997, Toni, then 13, was for- 
tunate enough to be the youngest finalist in the 1st Metro 
Pop Star Search. Although she didn't emerge victorious, she 
succeeded in catching the eye of talent scouts, who encour- 
aged her to audition for commercials and television pro- 
grams. 

But again, it just didn't seem to be her time. Toni ended up 
going to several VTR sessions and auditions for TV shows, 
but could land only bit parts. 

There was even one time, while playing the part of a pro- 
duction assistant or PA on a late night variety show, she ac- 
cidentally wandered off into the set of another show that was. 
being taped at the same station. A producer walking by 
promptly mistook her for an actual PA. "Sinabi ko na lang na 
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PA ako nung isang show (1 just told them 
that I was a PA of the other show)," the 
55" Toni confesses. 

Since she wasn't getting anywhere act- 
ing, she decided to focus on her true pas- 
sion: music. Though she was just 17, Toni 
did the rounds as a lounge singer, per- 
forming at the Hyatt Regency, the Centu- 
ry Park Sheraton, Holiday Inn, Sulo Hotel. 
and Casino Filipino. 

This balancing act of aspiration wasn't 
easy as she was juggling work with 
school. Toni remembers the times when 
she arrived home in Taytay in the wee 
hours of the morning after work, dead- 
tired. “It was hard,” Toni exclaims. 
“When I look back at all those years and 1 
look at myself now, I see that everything 
paid off” 

Off the fence 

‘That payoff was triggered by her big 
break: landing the scene-stealing role of a 
clueless yet starstruck schoolgirl in the 
memorable soft drink commercial that 
had her blurt out that now-famous line “I 
love you, Piolo!” 

A few months after that, Toni appeared 
in an episode of the GMA-7 sitcom "Dad- 
dy Di Do Du.” During that particular 
episode, Toni played the role of a domes- 
tic helpers balikbayan daughter who 
come to visit the Philippines; Toni es- 
sayed the role by putting on an exagger- 
ated American accent. People from TAPE, 
Inc., the show's production outfit, were 
suitably impressed by Toni's perfor- 
‘mance, and soon after she was invited to 
become a host on the popular noontime 
show “Eat Bulaga,” where she has been а 
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È 3.

Along the way, Toni has been part of 
another sitcom and made guest appear- 
ances on a couple of teenybopper series. 
She's even done a movie with Fernando 
Poe Jr. and billiards icon Efren "Bata" 
Reyes. 

Yet Toni seemed to just be on the 
fence as far as stardom was concerned. 
‘That is, until now, when she started hit- 
ting her stride. Now you can't throw a 
Sprite can without hitting a TV set that. 
doesn’t have Toni hamming it up on 


screen. 


‘Apart from her ongoing "Eat Bulaga" 
stint, Toni can also be seen displaying 
her kooky side as one of the mainstays 
of Studio 23's primetime news gag show 
"Wazzup Wazzup.” It's on “Wazzup” that 
Toni has effortlessly shown off her skills. 
in reading the news with a hilarious 
combination of deadpan delivery and 
those off-the-wall dances that verge on 
being classified as seizures. 

While she struggled early on her ca- 
reer to get noticed, Toni is now on the 
receiving end of numerous offers. This 
former reject is now actually rejecting 
offers. She's already turned down a cou- 
ple of endorsement deals, the cover of a 
popular men's magazine (she was re- 
quired to don a two-piece bikini, a по- 
no for her), a starring role in a telenov- 
ela and even an invitation to join two 
prestigious beauty contests. Now, she's 
in the running to play the eponymous 
lead character in a movie remake of the 
dassie Filipino comic book super- 
heroine Darna despite not auditioning 
for the said role. 

Not bad for someone once mistaken 
fora PA. 

“We're not trying to grab every oppor- 
tunity,” discloses Carlito, who now acts 
as Toni’s road manager. “We're careful 
about choosing the right offer.” Such 
discretion has already raised eyebrows 
from some. “One established artist even 
asked Toni, ‘Bakit pinayagan ka mag- 
showbiz tapos very cautious ka naman 
at parang binabantayan ka lagi?" (Why 
were you allowed to enter show b 
ness when you're too cautious and they 
always seem to be guarding you?),” 
Carlito says. “Toni's still young so we 
still have to guide her,” shares Pinty, 
who serves as her daughter's business 
manager. “We see things differently. You 
can influence people, bur it's hard. We 
will try not to compromise as much as 
possible,” Carlito says. “To be honest, 
we want her to be a singer-host like 
Martin Nievera, but we'll see what show 
business will give us.” 

Finding her niche 

"Toni is all for finding that niche as 
well. “I don't want to be a jack of all 
trades, master of none. That's why I try 
to minimize. There are situations that 1 
can't escape so 1 go, but I would rather 
focus and establish my career and 
choose the right projects,” she ex- 
plains. 

“Ljust want to show people that being 
in show business doesn't mean you 
have to go with the flow. It doesn't 
mean when you're in this business, you 
have to give up values that you grew up 
with. It's an opportunity to show people 
that you can make a difference. You 
have a talent that God gave. Use it to in- 
spire,” remarks Toni. True to her word, 
"Toni has remained a role model for 
young people. She neither smokes 
nor drinks nor does she have a 
night life, seriously. Very much у 
the prototypical "good girl,” she #4 
still goes home to Taytay ev- / 


ery day and goes to church 
on Sundays religiously with 
her family. Every now and 
then, she even squeezes in 
the time to teach Sunday 

school at their church, 


something she has been doing long be- 
fore she was on prime time. 

Her suddenly stuffed schedule has 
taken a toll on her studies, however, as 
‘Toni was hard-pressed to maintain her 
grades and earn her degree at Domini- 
can College. Her parents are already 
looking into the possibility of enrolling 
her at the Asian Institute of Distance Ed- 
ucation. 

But Toni really is a lot more normal 
than she might seem. During her in- 
creasingly rare free time, Toni usually 
just stays home and plays with the only 
other guy in her life aside from her dad: 
а golden retriever named Wuwu. Lately, 
she's been reading a lot, especially books 
by Dan Brown like “The Da Vinci Code” 
and “Deception Point" and playing video 
games on her Sony PlayStation 2. 

The eldest of two girls, Toni has also 
served as а Barangay Kagawad in Tay- 
tays Barangay San Isidro for the past 
two years, “It runs in the blood. My late 
uncle and my dad were councilors so I 
grew up with the people in Taytay. 1 
wasn't planning to run, but na-invite ako 
and I thought it was a good opportunity 
to serve my kababayans," says Toni. 

Toni's fans need not be worried. She 
has no immediate plans to seek higher 
office. "Actually, last election they (her 
constituents) already invited me to run 
for councilor, but since my career has 
just been jumpstarted, 1 don't want to 
ruin everything muna. I want to take it 
one step at a time,” she explains. As a 
Kagawad, Toni is in charge of health and 
sanitation in her barangay. This real-life 
role suits her as Toni acknowledges be- 
ing obsessive-compulsive ог, in her 
words, "Oc-Oc." 

That "Oc-Oc" aspect shows up on a 
regular basis. She confesses that she 
won't sleep on a bed if the sheets have 
creases and takes extremely good care. 
of her mane of healthy, shiny hair, as ev- 
idenced by the hair freshener and hair 
wax she brings along everywhere. 
“Don't mess with my hair, or else," she 
mockingly dares. 

There seem to be less and less bad 
hair days for Toni these days as she's 
having the time of her life. "Tm enjoying 
myself and I'm thankful for all the bless- 
ings. I know that show biz isn't stable so 
Tm cherishing every moment," admits 
Toni Gonzaga, the underdog who did 
good, the backstage dreamer now on 
center stage, the "Wazzup" girl of the 
moment. 

‘And in that, one can't find any contra- 
dictions.

dashed by a series of medical investigations that ques- 
tioned her true gender? 

The next Sprint Queen 

Even she could not believe how everything turned out. 
^1 could have been the next sprint queen. 1 could have 
contributed to the country’s harvest of medals, thereby 
making us all proud. 

“But 1 do not want us to dig up the controversial past, 
because today and the future are my concerns." 

Yes, Nancy lives in a different world now, though it's 
not too far from athletics. She describes it as more spa- 
cious, since she changed her address from Luna, 250 km 
north of Manila, to P Burgos Street in Dagupan City. She 
is coach here to 25 university athletes, 16 males and nine 
females. 

Although the city is her current address, she refuses to 
call it home. She still returns to Luna twice a month, 
specifically during paydays to hand-deliver the family’s 
allowance.

felt about the situation. The nation that 
feasted on me was in a mad scramble for 
the juicy parts, unmindful, perhaps, of 
the long term effects,” Nancy says, refus- 
ing to elaborate. 

But Nancy did not wallow in self-pity, 
as others assumed she did during the 
three-year self-imposed exile. She 
‘worked on some unfulfilled promises of 
local officials, who had committed the 
sun and the moon to her prior to the med- 
ical brouhaha. “I begged them for mercy 
to understand my predicament, but noth- 
ing came out of it. I was left on my own." 
Except for one politician named Justo Or- 
ros, Nancy claims the rest gave her the 
cold shoulder. 


The Samson family, owners of the Uni- 
versity of Luzon, came into the picture at 
the right time, when Nancy needed help. 
The family offered Nancy a full scholar- 
ship with free board and lodging so she 
could finish her course in BS Criminolo- 
Sy Thereafter, she was hired as head 
coach of the schools track-and-field 
team. 

As coach of the track and field team, 
Nancy goes over the training programs 
of the athletes. She writes proposals to 
sports bodies for possible assistants! 
She handles paper work and makes it a 
point to be up and about daily at 5 a.m. 
to monitor hour-long practice runs. 

She occasionally joins the practice 
runs, but not as frequent, as the strides 
are largely a long distance runner's forte. 
"I can run five kilometers with the com- 
plete stretch work you expect from me, 
but without the speed,” she says, at- 
tributing the limitation to a blood pres- 
sure that often shoots up these days. She 
popped a pill during the convers 
which she regularly takes to stabilize her 
blood pressure. 

Practice and play 

Discipline, humility and consisten- 
су—Мапсу practices what she preaches. 
She neither smokes nor drink and abhors 
the ego-trippers among her wards. Nan- 
суз long-standing affair with athletics is 
well-known, as she was joining volley- 
ball games back in fourth grade. She 
shifted to track-and-field for the sheer

When asked to comment if the Nancy 
Navalta everyone knows leads a rather 
boring life in Dagupan City, she reacts 
with a stem face, her prominent cheek 
bones showing all the more. “I occasion- 
ally go to the mall or I stay at the univer- 
sity. For relaxation, I stroll on the beach 
all by myself. The coastline is a special 
place, where I seek solace and self 
cleansing,” Nancy says. 

The problem is, Nancy made a 
promise to herself that she would be the 
best coach this side of Northern Luzon. 
She wants to prove her detractors 
wrong. She wants the world to know 
how good she is through the harvest of 
medals the university continuously 
reaps. Ambitiously, she keeps an eye out 
for who among her wards will be a po- 
tential national athlete. 

Yes, Nancy sorely misses the Rizal 
Memorial Complex, in particular the 
oval where most of her runs were held. 
The memories turn her misty-eyed, as 
she pictures herself waving the country’s 
flag. “Its up to me to understand, right?” 
she asks wistfully.

Some time last year, Nancy filed 
for several advance salaries to fi- 
nance the reconstruction of the fam- 
йуз kitchen area. These days, she 
takes it upon herself to rehabilitate а 
grandmother's wooden house which 
was destroyed by termites. The reha- 
bilitation has cost Nancy P100,000, 
almost draining her savings. 

On top of these, she sends three of 
her five siblings to school. She is sec- 
ond to the eldest and the family 
breadwinner, the only one after her 
father died of a liver ailment years 
before she graduated from college. 

“But 1 cannot be а coach all my 
life. I want to take up additional 
units in Physical Education so 1 can 
also teach PE subjects. 1 also want to 
take a crack at the Special Services 
Division of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, where I can work as a 
coach or as an athlete. I need a stable. 
job aside from coaching to provide 
for the needs of my family" 

Still dreaming 

Nancy is also concerned about her 
hometown's community of stone 
pickers, She expressed the desire to 
protect her townsfolk from unfair 
transactions in stone picking. If it 
were up to her, she'd like to acquire a 
second-hand six-wheeler truck for 
them to use. That could cost her al- 
most half a million pesos. 

On her wish list are personal ven- 
tures, possibly a palay trading com- 
pany and a small piggery. "We are 
very poor, which is why 1 keep 
dreaming,” she adds. 

At the moment, Nancy is not dat- 
ing anyone. She admits to having a 
previous relationship with a co-ath- 
lete, which fizzled out when she be- 
gan seriously coaching. She vehe- 
mently denies the rumor that she got 
married, She takes a deep breath, 
saying, “Hindi ko alam yan, ah (I 
haven't heard of that one)!" 

No, Nancy wasn't pleased to hear 
the rumor. Her love life is а very per- 
sonal matter as fat as she is con 
cerned, and to prove her point, she 
recites one of her favorite sayings: 
“Give your smile to everyone, but 
give your heart to only one.” 
Whether she is a flowers-and-choco- 
lates girl in terms of courtship pref- 
erence will depend on the creativity 
of the man, she adds. 

“Hopefully, I will have a relation- 
ship in the future. There are guys 
around interested in courting me. 
But since my coaching job precedes 
all other plans, that matter will have 
to take the backseat.” She makes it 
clear, though, that she will make the 
time for the man she loves, 

‘Asked if she is happy, Nancy blunt- 
ly replies, "Not so.

E] EW YORK—Almost three weeks ago, the Re- 
publican National Circus, 1 mean, Convention, 
finally folded its big tent, and its herd of ele- 

phants, after having trumpeted themselves hoarse for 
four days, departed, much to the relief of New Yorkers. 
For a whole week Manhattan was in a state of lock- 
down; cops were everywhere, most heavily around 
Madison Square Garden, where the phalanxes of police 
and federal agents made sure the well-scripted circus, 
‘especially its main act—the re-coronation of King 
George W—took place amidst the cheers of the party 
faithful. And a few jeers as well: Some protesters man- 
aged to sneak into the inner sanctum, having somehow 
obtained delegates’ credentials. Once in, they were 
able to shout out their hearty disapproval of the Bush 
agenda—one that favors big corporations like Hallibur- 
ton even as 43.8 million Americans lack health insur- 
ance—before being hustled away by security, but not 
before their protests registered on national television. 

New York is a Democratic town, where Democrats out- 
number Republicans 5 to |. For Republicans therefore to 
choose the city for their convention was seen as an unbri- 
dled, hubris-filed challenge, and an obvious ploy to exploit 
the memory of 9/11, coming two weeks before the third 
anniversary and barely three miles from the World Trade 
Center site. How did New Yorkers respond to this chal- 
lenge? With élan, imagination and bravery. To so many 
these might seem, understandably, the worst of times, but 
for one week New Yorkers were determined to make 
them the best of times, too, protest-wise, by delivering a 
message to the whole world that was unmistakable: that, in 
spite of an asinine plea from former mayor Ed Koch, who 
pleaded "to make nice” (this was New York, who was he 
kidding?), Bush's party was not welcome, that the war on 

Iraq was not welcome, that Bush's tax cuts for the wealthy 

were not welcome, that the diminution of our civil liberties 
was not welcome. Nor were the continuing depredations 
‘on the environment and the reduction in social services for 
the less fortunate in society—a segment that has only 
grown under Bush's reign. Above all, that Bush himself was 
‘most emphatically not welcome. 

The biggest unwelcome mat for the RNC rolled out on 


park's Great Lawn. Peaceable citizens 
would have: been protesters on the 
grass, alas for the grass (according to. 
the city). Who would have thought 
grass voted in this city! No such objec- 
tions are raised of course for rock or 
classical concerts held in the same 
space; nor were any raised against the 
‘Central Park anti-nuclear proliferation 
rally in 1982, when an estimated 
500,000 people gathered in the 
park—an event that did no lasting dam- 
age to it. The refusal of a permit was a 
highly publicized reminder of how in 
this fear-addled, neo-conservative cli- 
mate, property takes precedence over 
people's constitutional right to free ех- 
pression. 

The Sunday march was the opening, 
albeit the biggest, act in a weeklong se- 
ries of protest events, ranging from a. 
"Die-In," where participants laid down 
on the streets to mimic the war dead, 
to the unemployment line, a single-file 
of 5,000 out-of-work individuals that 
stretched from Wall Street to midtown, 
to the Axis of Eve, a group of women 
who stripped to their underwear, on 
which were emblazoned such anti-Bush 
slogans as "Lick Bush." The mood all 
week was festive and feisty, celebratory 
and confrontational, mirthful and 
mournful—a fine reminder that in a city 
that is a Babel of tongues, dissent and 
contradiction are two of the most pol- 


Festive and feisty: New Yorkers march against Bush 


Sunday, just before the convention's first 
day, when half a million people of all colors 
and walks of life—the largest protest in the 
history of American political conven- 
tions—took to the streets in an orderly 
fashion, starting from 14th Street and head- 
ing past the Garden, then east to and down 
Fifth Avenue to Union Square, a 22-mile 
raucous river of flesh all the way. The diver- 
sity and enthusiasm of the throngs made 
for a deafening and exhilarating repudiation 
ofa government that views war as a way of 
life (as one poster put it, this is, paraphras- 
ing politely, rather like engaging in sex in or- 
der to attain virginity). No question that 
war puts bread on the plates of big busi- 
ness, but at a terrible price to humanity 
Indeed, the convention reeked of macho 
rhetoric, with venomous, sleazy attacks on 
John Kerry's patriotism-—and these, from 


chicken hawks who love to talk the talk 
but whose past has been a refusal to walk 
the walk when it came to serving the 
country during the Vietnam War (unlike 
Kerry, who served for two tours of duty), 
as in the case of Vice President Cheney, 
who secured five deferments. His reason? 
He had "other priorities." As for the fear- 
less commander-in-chief, records now 
show that he was able to get into the Texas 
Air Guard, so he wouldn't have to face the 
Vietnamese, through family connections. 
Rather than honor the tragedy and spirit of 
9/11, the RNC cheapened and debased it. 

Initially the protest rally was to have 
been held at Central Park, the jewel in the 
crown of New York's green spaces, but 
the city denied the rally organizer, United 
for Peace and Justice, permission to stage 
it there, citing potential damage to the

The injured were taken to the nearby 
Cardinal Santos Memorial Hospital for treat- 
ment.

As it celebrates its 22nd year this month, the Center for Migrant Youth 
looks back at five generations of youth who have come in from the cold 


MY is simply a "welcome 

( shed" in the city for provin- 
| vagrants (age 15-20) 

who have been displaced in the city 

and abused by city-dwellers. It start- 

ed as a halfway shelter for young re- 

habilitated first-offenders and men- 

tally impaired out-patients who have 

no relatives here. 

CMY serves as a place of prayer and 
discernment for battered youths—a 
space where they can quietly grieve 
and heal their wounds, and from where 
they are gently urged to move on and 
face what remains of their young lives. 

СМУ also discreetly welcomes so-called “footloose” 
street people, especially children and youth, to spend rainy 
nights and take a meal or two with us, to take a badly need- 
'ed bath and to wash and dry their clothes before they re- 
turn to the streets again. 

The Center deliberately remains a small community of 
20 residents at a time, formerly unwashed and unwanted 
migrant and street youth who have accepted our invitation 
to go back to school (primary, secondary and college), and 
‘who have managed to prove their worth. 

We have "graduated" at least five generations of CMYers 
who started as street bums—abandoned, lonely and hope- 
less. They have nevertheless strived to get up again to be- 
come seafarers, overseas workers, educators, professional 
drivers, computer technicians, small entrepreneurs and 
entertainers, among other trades. 

There are still about nine in college taking up Criminol- 
ову, Law, Nursing, Hotel and Restaurant Management, 
‘Computer Engineering, Electronics and Communication 
Engineering and Medical Technology. The rest are stil in 
the elementary and secondary levels. Three of them, by 
the way, have dared to enter the seminary: one is already а 
Franciscan monk. 

We thank those who have helped CMY to sustain our 
mission in whatever way they can. There are two compo-

industry. The industry, he points out, 
used to produce about 200 films a year. 
"That was five or six years ago. This 
year, we haven't even reached 40 films, 
and it's already September,” he says. “A 
lot of actors are out of work, or aren't 
working regularly Being an actor, 1 
know this for a fact.” 

The problem is not confined to the 
Philippines. According to estimates, 
the US film industry lost $3.4 billion to 
piracy last year. "And that's excluding 
computer downloads,” says Manzano, 
shaking his head. 

Certain lobby groups in the US are 
already pressing the Philippines to do 
something about the rampant piracy 
problem and not just of movies, soft- 
ware, music and games, but counter- 
feit products in general. “We're talking 
here of $600 million to $800 
worth of quotas. The US just might 
close its doors to Philippine products if 
we're not able to do anything about 
this,” adds the OMB chief. 

Another thing that worries this fa- 
ther of three is that many of the porno- 
graphic dises they have seized during 
raids feature children in compromising 
positions. The exploitation of children 
who appear in these films is another 
reason piracy must be snuffed out, and 
fast, he says. 

“Tknow that by going after the retail- 
ers, we deprive people of work and the 
chance to earn an income,” says Man- 
запо. "But you have to look at the larg- 
er picture. If we allow piracy to contin- 
ue, it's not just one group of people 
who will be affected. It's a lot: actors, 
producers, the crew, studios, process- 
ing laboratories, legitimate replicating 
plants, legitimate retailers, and audio- 
video distributors. They also have fam- 
ilies to feed, just like the retailers."

‘The solution: cut off the supply line, 
Eighty five percent of the DVDs sold in 
the Philippines come from outside 
sources, including Indonesia, Malaysia 
and China. With the cooperation of 
people from Customs, the OMB has 
been able to intercept planes and boats 
coming from these countries with loads 
of pirated discs. Manzano says that 
once, they intercepted a boat off the 
coast of Cagayan de Oro carrying P6.5 
million worth of pirated DVDs. 

There are also people who import 
replicating machines that can produce 
thousands of copies of one DVD. To ad- 
dress the problem, the OMB, with the 
help of the Bureau of Customs, which 
has jurisdiction over the country’s ports 
of entry, has stopped issuing licenses 
for people to import these replicating 
machines. Now, people have to show 
contracts, issued by legitimate distrib- 
utors, before they are allowed to. im- 
port the replicating machines. 

But its not enough to just take away 
the licenses. Manzano acknowledges 
that its possible for a distributor to or- 
der 10,000 copies then make 20,000 
more copies for the black market. “The 
excess production of 10,000 copies is 
not subject to taxes or overhead,” he 
says. 

Manzano says he knows he is fight- 
ing a losing battle despite the weekly 
raids. During the Virra Mall raid, the 
stalls that they closed re-opened 45 
minutes later and were doing brisk 
business. The same scenario is repeat- 
ей in malls and commercial outlets all 
over the country. "It's going to be very, 
very hard to eradicate piracy,” he ac- 
knowledges. “What we need to do is 
create an atmosphere under which le- 
gitimate vendors and distributors can 
openly compete." 

The OMB has done this by encourag- 
ing distributors to lower their prices. 
Outlets like Video City, Astrovision and 
Astroplus have enticed buyers with 
original VCDs for as low as P75 each, or 
P150, buy one, take one. At the Astro- 
plus store at The Podium, original 
DVDs of films like “Little Women" and 
“The Postman Always Rings Twice” are 
selling for P299 each, a big drop from 
the usual prices of P700-P1,500 per 
DVD. 

The move already has a positive ef- 
fect. Before, distributors of pirated 
films would tell the retailers to just pay 
after the DVD has been sold. “Now, 
they're demanding money up front," 
says Manzano. 

But he promises that despite the роз- 
itive developments, the fight against 
piracy will continue. “The situation is 
getting worse, so we have to double 
our efforts, We're not going to give up 
without a fight.” 
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
